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AMEND Senate Bill No. 3522 House Bill No. 3591*

by deleting all language after the enacting clause and by substituting instead the following:

SECTION 1. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 68-14-302(6), is amended by
designating the existing language as item (A) and by adding the following language as a
new item (B):

(B) “Food service establishment” does not include casual, occasional food
sales that are one hundred twenty-five (125) consecutive hours or less and are
conducted solely in connection with senior citizens community centers. The
provisions of this item shall only apply in any county having a metropolitan form
of government and a population in excess of five hundred thousand (500,000),
according to the 2000 federal census or any subsequent federal census. The
site at which such casual, occasional food sales are conducted shall be required
to contain signs posted by the sponsors that are conspicuously placed at every
entrance to the site and at every place on that site at which the food is cooked,
stored and/or served which contains the following language in lettering that is
clearly readable at a distance of ten (10) feet:

THE FOOD SERVICE PROVIDED AT THIS SITE IS BEING PROVIDED

WITHOUT AUTHORIZATION FROM, OR ANY REGULATION, INSPECTION OR

OVERSIGHT, BY THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH OR ANY HEALTH

REGULATORY AGENCY.

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare
